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REMARKS 

Claims 54, 55 and 57-77 are pending. Claims 36-52 have been cancelled. Claims 54 and 
55 have been amended. New claims 59-77 have been added. Support for the amendments and 
new claims can be found throughout the application as originally filed. No new matter has been 
added. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §1 12. first paragraph 

Claims 36-52, 54, 55, 57 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph as 

allegedly lacking enablement. The Office alleges that 

The skilled artisan would be unable to practice the current method in the 
broad scope as claimed, because the present claims encompass using humanized 
antibodies comprising partial antigen binding regions that are insufficient to 
confer binding specificity for CCR2. The present claims do not require that the 
humanized immunoglobulin used in the current method must comprise a complete 
antigen binding region, which typically consists of six complementary 
determining regions or a complete variable heavy and variable light chain. 
Additionally, the antibodies of the present invention encompass undefined 
derivatives. 

The Office fiirther states "that the specification does not define the term "derived" and 
thus under broadest reasonable interpretation the term "derived" encompasses antibody and CDR 
firagments that originate fi-om any part of the 1D9 antibody." 

Claims 36-52 have been cancelled and the remaining claims have been amended to recite 
that the immunoglobulin has three complementarity determining regions fi-om the light chain of 
murine monoclonal antibody 1D9 and three complementarity determining regions from the 
heavy chain of murine monoclonal antibody 1D9. These changes to the claims obviate this 
rejection. Therefore, Apphcants respectfiiUy request that this rejection be withdrawn.
